Applicant argues that "[i]t is not sufficient that a person of ordinary skill could have 
searched for Ag or could have measured the amount therein/' The examiner agrees. Applicant 
goes on to argue that one of ordinary skill would not have been motivated to combine Shoji with 
Hampl. The examiner disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion 
to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/w re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Shioji teaches a bonding composition where the Ag 
impurity level is 1 mass % or less (see Shoji paragraph 34). Hampl teaches an improved bonding 
composition that requires the Ag impurity level is less than 0.1 weight percent. Thus, as stated 
in the final office action, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to modify Shioji's impurity level to utilize Hampl's impurity level in order to 
prevent solder melting temperature changes.
